Pretoria. Transvaal Colony, March 28. 
--About 1,500 Boers under Delarey, 
I.iebenberg, Kemp and Wolmaraus, 
were within the area of Lord 
Kitchener's last movement, but although 
surprised by the rapidity disp'ayed by 
tin' British troops, gaps in the hitter's 
lines enabled most of the burghers to 
escape. The Boer prisoners totalled 
IT!) men. including Commander II. Kru- 
ger and ex-Lnridrost Neefhliug, of 
Klerltsdorp. 

From the first prisoners captured it 
was learned that Gen. Delarey himself 
was outside the actual cordon, having 
slept some 'distance westward, but Lie- 
benberg, Kemp and other Boer com- 
manders were inside the column of 
troops. 

The first body, consisting of about 500 
Boers, sighted at 10 o'clock in the 
morning Of March 24, retreated at full 
speed, making for a gap between the 
British columns. A race for the open- 
ing ensued. 

British mount) d infantry, which had 
already ridden upwards of 50 miles, 
pressed their tired horses until they gave 
out, when the men jumped oft and raced 
forward on foot. 

Some of the mounted men, however, 
were able to gallop right into the gap 
just ahead of the Boers, whom they 
met with n warm lire. 

These troops also succeeded in driv- 
ing back another body of 1500 Boers, 
who -were forced to desert the guns they 
had captured from the convoy in Feb- 
ruary. 

The Boers tried to get through several 
openings, but on each occasion -were 
forced to double back until they ulti- 
mately found n gap and passed out of 
the British lines within sight of Klerks- 
dorp. Night fell before the pursuing 
columns could overtake the Boers. 

Five Canadians who fell out of their 
Column and tried to work their way 
back, were surrounded by a Boer force 
and made a splendid defence. But, fin- 
ally, seeing their case was hopeless, foirr 
of the Canadians surrendered. 

Tho fifth, however, indignantly re- 
fused to throw <lown his arms, and con- 
tinued a single-handed fight until he was 
killed. This was regarded as one of tho 
interesting incidents of the day.

Experiments to Secure Hertzian Waves 
Not a Success. 

_ln a recenl number of the London 
Fleet ricinn is an abstract of the report 
of ('. Xordmnn on his experiments at 
the Mont Blanc observatory for the 
purpose of finding oat whether the sun 
omits electro-magnetic rays, or, rather, 
whether such rays are capable of pene- 
trating to the surface of the earth. Of 
course, it is reasonable to suppose that 
elwtro-iiniignetic waves of the Hertzian 
kind are actually sent out. but it is very 
doubtful whether they can reach any 
observatory on t| H . eu'rth. In order to 
obtain the best conditions, it is neces- 
sary to choose the highest possible eleva- 
tion, so as to escape the ivbsoifbing action 
of che atmosphere and of aqueous vnipor. 
The am hor. t hen-fore, c lueted the ex- 
periments at the station of Urands- 
LMulets. at an altitude of I!. lllll metres. 
•A spell of ibad weather prevented him 

frumi c Imtiing the experiments at Hie 

lop of Mont Blanc itself. The receiver 
ii.sed consisted of a galvanometer circuit 
with coherer, and an antenna IT."i 
metres long stretched over the Bosons 
(i.actcir, in such ;i pesition that at mid- 
day the sun's rays fell upon it vertically. 
Till Is had the double advantage of pro- 
tecting tille wire from the electric waves 
emitted thy the Chaniouiiix railway, and 
ifronn the interference of waves 'which 
iwould haveibeen reflected by the ground 
if the soil hail 'been a conductor instead 
of a iion-condiietiii'g glacier. The results 
of the experiments, made under a cloud- 
less sky on September Til, .were entirely 
negative. The sun. (therefore, either 
does not send out waves mf this order, 
or flhey are completely absorbed by the 
sun's atmosphere or by the upper strata 
of the earth's atmosphere. Such an 
a.! :;ornt!::n is exec : dingly pri>hillbl< is 
it is well .known that .Hertzian waves 
are largely iilworbed by rarefied gases.

A SUGGESTION. 

A despatch to the Colonist from Xa- 
nahno announces that a public meeting 
was held there on Thursday evening to 
consider plans for the celebration of 
Mny 24, Victoria Day, and it was de- 
cide il to prepare a programme befitting 
the occasion. In former years N'anaimo 
and all the other towns on Vancouver 
Island, as well as Vancouver and New 
Westminster, looked to Victoria to pro- 
vide entertainment for the ••Queen's 
Birthday," iind the celebration took the 
form of a three days festival in which 
lX"l>!o from all parts of tho Island, the 
Lower Mainland! and the Sound cities 
took part. Custom had firmly estab- 
lished Victoria's claim tti this annual 
fe.-iiva], as it had conceded the celebra- 
tion of Dominion Day to Vancouver, and 
Lmlior Day to Xauaimo, hut this year, 
it would seem, the time-honored usage 
is to Ik- varied, so far at least as .N'a- 
naimo is concerned. 

Wo are not aware that the question 
of a Victoria Day celebration lias been 
considered by the City Council, which 
has usually- taken the initiative, but, if 
anything is to lie done in the -way of 
a public demonstration this year, tho 
time has .arrived for outlining a pro- 
gramme and making preliminary ar- 
rangements. Last year, it may he re- 
membered, public opinion was somewhat 
divided as to Die advisability of holding 
the usual throe days' celebration, ami 
in consequence, although a majority 
favored its continuance, the festival wn« 
not. marked with the spontaneity and vim 
of former years. The recent death of 
the lamented sovereign was no doubt 
the primary cause, for that event re- 
moved the incentive to merrymaking, 
and many a loyal heart felt sad amid 
the gay scenes as though they were pic- 
nicking in a cemetery. There is a dif- 
ference between celebrating the anni- 
versary of the natal day of a beloved 
ruler and ohscrv.ng that same anniver- 
sary when it has passed into a memory, 
Tin! idea of observing IMay L'-I. as a 
holiday to perpetuate the remembrance 
of Victoria, the flood, is an excellent one, 
but it is a question whether the day 
should 1h' given up to popular festivities 
rather than observed as a day of quiet 
rest and individual enjoyment. 

One of the grandest events in the his- 
tory of the British Empire, will lake 
place in dune, and the '.British Empire 
will rejoice from centre to circumference 
that a new sovereign, respected, esteem- 
ed, and trusted, has been firmly estab- 
lished on a throne, the stability of which 
means liberty and justice to so large a 
proportion of the humane race. Here 
is a day on which Britons in every part 
of tho Empire, tins year at least, should 
let loose their feelings of patriotism and 
give themselves up to thanksgiving ami 
rejoicings. 

We would, therefore, ask Colonist 
readers to consider whether it would 
not bo more appropriate to concentrate 
public effort in a fitting celebration of 
Coronation <D;.y this year than to at- 
tempt two celebrations, one of which 
must suffer by- comparison with tl 10 
other.

TUB SITUATION' IX COEIIDfA. 

The next few weeks will -mean much 
to the history of China. If tho revolu- 
tion, -which has begun ■with the capture 
of the six cities of Kwangsi, brings all 
the turbulent spirits of Kwangsi wider 
its standard— and despatches eajr that 
the army of General Ma has deserted to 
the rebels— Ohinn will be the sceno of 
troublous strifo for some time to come. 
The key to the situation lies iu the ac- 
tion of the Imperial authorities, ror if 
the suppression »f the revolution is left 
in the hands of Yuan Shih-kai, then 
China will have used tho best efforts 
that could have been put forward to 
suppress the rising, for the troops of 
Viceroy Yuan tire the finest in China. 
Recognizing this General IMa, accord- 
ing to cabled advices, has sent, to u?ekin 
for troops from Chi-li. Of these troops 
Lord Charles Beresford, after an inspec- 
tion of various provincial armies of 
China, wrote in 1S09: "If all Chinese 
generals were like General Yuan Slii- 
kai, l lie armies would not be iu the con- 
dition they are now. General Yuan 
Shi-kni's army is the only army com- 
plete iu all details, according to Euro- 
pean ideas, that 1 found in China." 

The seat of the present disturbance is 
in tiie southern provinces of Kwangsi 
and Kwangl ung. and tile state of dis- 
affection existing in those provinces and 
in Vunuau, which lies further to the 
west, will have the effect of increasing 
the rebel forces, and, although tin-re is 
believed to be no connection between 
the two risijiss, tin' rebels of Mongolia 
ari' likely to give trouble lo the Imperial 
government simultaneously with the re- 
bels of the south and west. The rebel- 
lion is partly due to Hoods and famines, 
always prolific causes of trouble be- 
tween people and government in China, 
and largely to the ambition of the people 
of the South, the Chinese, to overthrow 
the iMaucbu dynasty, which was forced 
mi the Middje Kingdom by conquest 
less than 300 years ago. The reformers, 
who desire to overthrow the dynasty 
have taken advantage of the situation to 
spread rebellion, and they are importing 
the arms and ammunition necessary for 
the enterprise, with the assistance of 
the Chinese beyond the seas, in Victoria, 
-San Francisco, and elsewhere. Another 
reason for the rebellion is the fart that 
by the maintenance of Bussiau arms in 
.Manchuria, the former homo of the 
dynasty, the Imperial government of 
China has "lost its face." It is dis- 
graced in the eyes of the south, and this 
adds an additional grievance to the long 
standing wrongs which sow dissension 
there. The mere mention of Bekln 
in Kwangsi will bring anger to the peo- 
p'o of the south, When the Chinese 
ruled the capital was at Pckin, and the 
establishment of the capital at Pekiu 
by the Tartar conquerors has always 
rankled in the minds of the men of the 
south. When General Cordon, the hero 
of Khartoum, subdued the Taiping re- 
bellion and earned the gratitude of the 
Chinese government, he pleaded with 
that government to make its capital in 
the centre of the Empire instead of at 
Pekiu, and Gordon knew that this would 
maintain the Chinese Empire, but the 
court declined to listen to him. 

Had it not been for the work of Chin- 
ese Gordon, however, there is little 
doubt hut that Tien Wang, the Taiping 
leader, would have established his court 
at Nanking and the Chinese domina- 
tion would have then replaced the gov- 
ernment of China by the tilauchtis. Some 
of the best authorities on China pre- 
dicted the diss. ilat ion of the Chinese 
Empire as a result of that rebellion, ami 
the absorption of administrative power 
by European powers at the free consular 
ports and gradual extension of an armed 
foreign protectorate over the contiguous 
country. This prediction would have 

I n fulfilled before now had not Great 

Britain antagonized all projects to de- 
stroy the integrity of China, and formed 
the nllinucc with Japan to aid her in 
that policy. 

If lite present revolution in the south 
of China assumes the proportions of 
tin' Taiping rising, it is difficult to fore- 
see the outcome, for there will lie a 
strong temptation to the powers with 
spheres of influence in China to endeav- 
or to extend their territory, and the 
objections of the nations pletlirt'il to 
maintain the integrity of this massive 
Empire in the Far Bast, may cause war. 
No one can predict the result of the sue 
cess of such a rising as the one now 
being started, for were the Chinese to 
supplant the Manchus, they might be 
mure anti-foreign than the present gov- 
ernors of Cathay. Even now, when the 
Empress is issuing edicts promising re- 
form, there is much anti-foreign feeling 
in Pckin. hi a recent letter the 
'Pekin correspondent of the North 
China Daily News writes:— The real 
nnimix of the Chinese towards, for- 
eigners, at least those outside the 
Legation limits, is far from being 
improved. There is m> likelihood 
of another attack on the legations, but 
.all others have less guarantee of safely 
and protection than in former years; 
Chinese Christians have even more to 
fear. It is pretty well known among 
the Chinese, especially the official class, 
that European powers are not deter- 

mi 1 on the protection of Chinese who 

accept tho foreigner's religion, and also 
care tout little about their own nationals 
who are missionaries. 



A J1A PA N K*E STtt TESMiAX. 

In a recent speech Marquis fto, for- 
mer iPremier, and a foremost Japanese 
statesman, says some things which <-o;ihl 
be read with interest by a certain num- 
ber of gentlemen banded together to 
oppose everything that the government 
may do, whether the opposition is in 
rhyme or reason. Tile words of •Mar- 
quis Ito to the opposition in the Jn]>- 
nncse diet were: 

Whatever government may be in pow- 
er, it is the sovereign's government and 
must not he regarded with hostile feel- 
ings. It is essential under existing in- 
tei national circumstances that the gov- 
ernment should he as strong as possible, 
so that, it may he aide to deal unerring- 
ly with the country's foreign relations. 
J he people must adopt an attitude of 
circumspection and must not. he suffered 
to forget that they are a civilized na- 
tion. '.Men are in the habit or saving 
that the glorious result of constitutional 
institutions must be realized. But what 
is that "glorious result? .Political par- 
tics have hitherto boon disposed to re- 
gard party cabinets in that light, but 
careful reflection does not warrant such 
,. There is the national 

Vy<\y ami there is ■ the Constitu- 
tion. These are perfectly intelligi- 
ble i lungs. Tlieite is no need to 
twist tliein to special meanings. Thcso- 
ea.Ied "glorious result" of constitutional 



institutions can not be realized except 
in a civilized country, A civilized coun- 
try means a country where the people 
have theoretical as" well as practical 
ability, whero the business instinct exists 
and whore progress taking place on en- 
lightened lines, the advance towards 
constitutional results tnay be made in 
due proportion. I have therefore to 
urge you not to make any false inter- 
pretation of the constitution. 



uVIU'ItEOIATBD. 

■A book has been published in England 
dealing with what may be called the 
international politics of the Pacific 
ocean. We have not seen tho hook, only 
its review dn the London Times. But 
we gather from that, that the writer 
fairly appreciates the strategical import- 
ance of British Columbia, and the great 
Imperial lever in the international poli- 
ties of the Pacific conferred upon this 
province by its geographical position and 
its natural riches. Wo only hope that 
the author will educate the people of 
Great Britain to bis own level, .and that 
the reputation of this province will, after 
a while, cease to be at the mercy of 
the slurs cast upon it by a few unrepen- 
tant promoters of wildcat enterprises. 
The conclusion arrived at by this author 
is that the United States will he the 
dominant power on the pacific, and in 
the Ear East. Of European powers he 
considers only Croat Britain and Ger- 
many to be in the running, an-; this cer- 
tainly hears out what we said some 
weeks ago with reference to iHe visit 
,,f Prince Henry to ll.e United States, 
namely, that it was d -signed to further 
German interests in tlii' Orient, by fos- 
tering a friendly sentiment bei ween the 
United Slater and (iermnny, The ulti- 
mate effect intended is undouhte lly i" 
antagonize American and British com- 
mercial int. rests on the I'acific < >ecan. 
That is Germany's intention beyond 
question, Cut there is a difference be- 
tween rivalry and antagonism. There 
may Ibe rivalry and competition between 
the United States and Great Britain 
on the Pacific, but antagonism there 
cannot he. Whereas between Germany 
ami both countries there- must be an- 
tagonism. Great Britain has nothing to 
fear so far as German overtures to the 
United Slates are concerned. Our au- 
thor, however, iu the discussion of the 
whole question appears to fall into a 
common error in disassociating Great 
Britain from the British Empire. We 
cannot agree with him that the United 
States as contrasted with the British 
Empire can possibly become the para- 
mount power on the Pacific Ocean, al- 
though as compared with Croat Britain, 
a European power, we quite agree with 
him that it would. Why is it that 
so many English writers use the term 
'British Empire, and yet show by the 
context in which they use it, that it is 
of Croat Britain alone, as a 'European 
power, that they are thinking. The prime 
necessity for all Britons today is an ex- 
pansion of the idea which tho term Brit- 
ish 'Empire conveys lo their minds. 

In 1!W>1 Canada produced 24-1.97(1 gross 
tons of pig iron as compared with S0.090 
tons in 1900, and 4-1.791 tons in 1S04. 
Tne production of toessemer pig iron, in- 
cluded in last year's output, amounted 
to 29,577 tons. On December 111, 1901, 
there were fourteen complete furnaces 
in Canada, and four in course of con- 
struction.

"Yes." said Mr. Flanagan, laughing- 
ly, "(lie Englishman abroad is hated as 
heartily as ever.

Yesterday. 



And the Lessons of the Day 
Impressed on Congre- 
gations. 



The (lood Friday services at Christ 
Church cathedral yesterday were both 
many and various, as well as being very 
well attended throughout. In addition 
to a morning and evening service, there 
were special services at an early hour, 
while afternoon was devoted to a throa- 
hours' devotional conducted by Hi* 
Lordship Bishop Perriu. The day be- 
gan at S o'clock, with the litany, which 
was read by the Bishop. This was fol- 
lowed by a children's service tit 9, at 
which the Rev. W. Baugh Allen gav 
an address. 

At 11 o'clock morning prayers wore 
read, when Kev. Baugh Allen preached, 
his test being taken from Eccles. IX,— 
14-15, which reads: "There was a little 
city with a few men within it, and there 
came a great king against it, who be- 
sieged it and built great bulwarks 
against it. Now, there was found in 
it a poor wise man, and he, by his wis 
don>, delivered the city: yet no man re 
metubered that poor wise man." The 
preacher pointed out that nothing was 
known of this city or of the man who 
saved it, or of the age in which he lived, 
or of the means he used for its relief. 
And thus it might well be taken as a 
parable of the work of Christ himself. 
Then the little city would appear as the 
world, the groat king who came against 
it and beseigetl it and built bulwarks 
about it, would he Satan, the king of the 
powers of darkness, and the poor wise 
man would be Christ, and of Him it 
should be said that no one remembered 
this same poor wise mau. Now, eTen 
amongst heathen nations and amongst 
the very infidels of this land, the teach 
ings of Christ are frequently accepted 
and men find benefit in their practice, 
without acknowledging in any way the 
source from which they come. Mankind 
benefits very much indeed from the 
teaching and influence of Christianity, 
while often forgetting the Christ through 
whom these things come. And as this 
is true of the world at large, so, too, doe 
it V.'iS^ly apply to individual Christians, 
who have been delivered from original 
sin in baptism and from the habits of 
sin and in many other times of want and 
distress. These above all others should 
not be found to despise the Man nor the 
means He uses, nor to forget after re 
lief has come nor fail to thank the poor 
wise man who brought It. 

At noon tho three hours of devotional 
service began. In it the Bishop follow- 
ed the events of the hours of darkness, 
when the light of the sun darkened 
from men's eyes the sufferings of tho 
Saviour on the Cross. This was done 
in seven addresses, one upon each of the 
seven last words from the Cross, which 
were interspersed with hymns and pray- 
ers. The seven words or sayings as 
gathered from the several Gospels are: 
1. "Father, forgive them for they 
know not what they do." 

'Verily 1 say unto you, today shalt 
thou be with nie in Paradise." 
:t. '•Woman, behold thy son." 

4. "My Cod! My Cod! Why hnst 
Thou forsaken me?" 

5. "I thirst." 
(!. "It is finished." 

7. "Kntlior, into Thy hands I commend 
y spirit." 

At the evening service Rev. W. Baugh 
Allen was again the preacher, taking his 
ext from Exodus xxiii— 14: "My pres- 
nce shall go with thee, ami I shall give 
thee rest." He reminded his listeners 
that of the events of tho day in Jeru- 
salem, which had been so closely fol- 
lowed by the cathedral services, all was 
" s I now oyer. The shoutings had ceased.

Three hours had passed. Ju was at 
noon that heaven's displeasure at what 
was done appeared, and nature herself 
seemed to resent the wicked deeds of 
men.

Silenced were the priests 
reviliugs. Jesus Himself spoke no word 
till the end approached. About the 
ninth hour the aweful silence was broken 
by the words: "My God, iMy Cod, V hy 
hast thou forsaken me." This sense of 
desertion was but for a moment. The 
thirst lirotight on hy His sufferings was 
to Him the signal of deliverance. In 
conscious fulfilment of Scripture, its well 
as in nature's need, He cried "1 thirst. 
The soldiers drink, vinegar, was brought 
Him, and the crowd thinking of Bliixs, 
waited to see if he would come. But 
the end was near. Having drunk the 
vinegar He knew that the Scriptures 
were fulfilled in Him, and said, "It is 
finished." 'Soon He gave up the ghost,

Evidently such 
a result as he predicted could only have 
been nccompunied by the bringing down 
to men of a "New Truth." And such 
indeed there was.

At the Church or Our l.onl, the usual 
services were, held yesterday morning, 
w lien I lis Lordship Bishop Cridge 
preached the Passion sermon. The text 
was taken from St. Duke xxiii. 4(i, the 
subject, being "The Cry From the 
Cross." The Good Friday congregation 
had gathered, the venerable preacher 
said, to hear the oft-repeated story of 
the Cross of Christ, the story or the 
greatest act of wickedness ever per- 
petrated by man. They who dwelt in 
Jerusalem and their rulers had fulfilled 
the Dord's warning. They had filled up 
the measure of their fathers. Blinded 
by envy and pride, they had crucified 
the (Lord of Glory. According to the 
Scripture, tho Atonement must be made 
at a Passover, and though the council 
would have deferred it because they 
feared an uproar nmongst the people, 
the offer of Judas to betray Him for 
thirty piece* of silver, had overcome 
their npprchensinn. Thus all had 'con 
made ready by Divine ordinance for the 
great sacrifice, which thev were cele- 
brating today. Thus far jinn, but not 
he alone. 

'By the interposition of Heaven two 
parts marked the events of this memor- 
able day. While daylight lasted, much 
was said nnd done. The events of an 
age seemed crowded into the period 
during which the will of men bore 
sway. It was their hour, and the power 
of darkness. The people stood behold- 
ing ae they ever did when one of thr-jr 
kind is being done to death. With His 
disciples, ami the women who bud fol- 
lowed him rrotn Gnllilee near the Cross, 
lie prayed for His persecutors, while 
their agents were nailing Him to it.

There Christ had suffered, lie had suf- 
fered because lie possessed a perfect 
body and soul. lie had been a true 
man from the moment of His Conception 
possessing ii perfect soul, perfect intelli- 
gence, perfect love and perfect dignity. 
The perfection of His body carried with 
it that delicacy or organization which 
meant also the greater enpneity for suf- 
fering. Wlinl to the coarser nature 
brought only pain, to Him in the verv 
delicacy of His perfect manhood would 
mean the most acute agony. 'So true was 
this that one of the saints had aptly 
said that the palm nailed to the cross 
must have been as sensible as keen of 
feeling as the eye of an ordinary being. 

He suffered too the more for His per- 
fect Godhead. Tlr.it perfection of wis- 
dom and omniscience made Him fully 
aware of the awful corruption of sin, anil 
of its full curse. His sanctity was such 
that He knew the full pain of even the 
sight of sin or any contact with it.

Strange Tale of Ancient Vessels 
Lying Far Removed From 
the Sea. 



Klondike Sun Tells of J Finding 
of Petrified Ships By 
Indians. 



'Hie Klondike and the goldfields of the 
iN'orth are the homes of men whoso 
imaginations are sharpened Iby life in the 
great North, and whose veracity is oft 
times stretched to the limit, as those 
who followed the many strange- tales 
of new wonders of Uie world that were 
brought from Dawson within the last 
few years by the "sourdoughs' who fol- 
lowed Swiftwater Bill and other cnur- 
jicters of the Klondike rush to civiliza- 
tion, can hear witness. There were 
stories of strange mamma It;, round with 
their great tusks interlocked, as though 
they died lighting ill the then warm 
groves of the great North, stories of 
mountains of almost pure gold, quarries 
JJt CO"!* 1 ", from which the Indians iiaJ 
hewn tiioir spear heads; stories of fall- 
ing niountains, disappearing lakes, of 
wonderful people who lived in a land 
.lwrdering on Bynwuf's never found 
cavity, or unknown tribes that lived m 
strange deserted cities which were, re- 
llected in summer time on the glaciers 
of Glacier Hay— many were the stories, 
(but this last tale brought by the steam- 
er Cottage City, which arrived yester- 
day morning from the North, wins a 
worthy place in the strange annals 
which must make previous fiction mak- 
ers turn green with envy. 

The latest tale is of two petrified ships 
■found resting hundreds of miles from 
salt water at an altitude of four thou- 
sand feet above the level of the sea, 
at the headwaters of the Porcupine 
river. The Klondike Sun, which pub- 
lishes the story of the latest find in the 
wonderful North, says that a party ot 
Chandelur Indians have arrived at Daw- 
son with the report that they recently 
discovered two petrified ships near the 
headwaters of the Porcupine river. The 
ancient vessels which are described as 
■being' 800 feet ill length, were lodged 
-UXMJ feet above the sea level. 

iMr. Liiskche, a printer of Seattle, 
Wash., who returned from the Koyukuk 
country on March 10, brought the news 
or the find to Dawson. lie says that Dr. 
Cleveland, who is known from one end 
of the territory to the other, has gone 
to investigate the matter, and all who 
know him say that he would not go on 
such an expedition if he were not sure 
of the fact. 

The manner of the discovery as given 
by the northern paper was as follows; 

A • pany of Chaiidelar Indians was 
hunting near the headwaters of the Por- 
cupine river, which they had reached 
by following the Chamlelnr creek. One 
day while on the side of a mountain, 
whose slope is toward the Arctic ocean, 
one of the party, looking about for game, 
chanced to spy high on the mountain 
side above him a rocky formation of a 
shape he had never seen before. He 
was about to continue search for game, 
but changed his mind, and be toiled up 
the side of the mountain toward the 
strange object. It was not till be got 
to it that he discovered that there were 
two objects very much alike, and then 
it suddenly dawned upon him that there, 
more than 100 miles from the sea, iiml 
high above it, were two ships, the larger, 
probably 400 feet long, turned to stone. 

That night when the party was in 
camp the hunter told his story. It was 
not believed, but he was so persistent 
that it was true that next day several 
hunters went with him to sec the won- 
derful ships and t heir surprise and par- 
tial fear was ;is great as his own. They 
examined the hulls more closely than 
he had done, ittnl the result of this ex- 
amination w;>s such that the story 
not be doubted. They went to th 
terior of the vessel and brought back 
with them some cups ami plates made 
for table purposes, mid of an ancient 
and ponderous description. Only a few 
or them could be brought out by the 
Indians. It was only the recollection 
or the uiiinner in which they had been 
disposed to treat the story told them 
Iby their comrade that induced them to 
'bring anything nway with them. They 
knew they would not be believed ir they 
had no evidence other than their words 
— hence the tableware. 

Whether these petrified craft are old 
Viking ships that sailed from Iceland 
with their winged warriors searching ror 
the north pole, only to be stranded and 
wrecked by the shallowing of the dis- 
appearing ocean, unreported by primitive 
bydrograpbic offices, or whether they 
were the craft of ancient mariners es- 
caping from the ports of then unknown 
Korea, when the rains of 40 days and 
40 nights had covered Qie surface of 



tin' world, is unknown. Perhaps they 
were. Of they may have sailed when 
Noah's animal laden ark set. forth to 
sail the landless seas, and getting a 
spear point near enough to magnetize the 
compass they were lost and unable to 
find Ararat, drifted about the top of 
the waters until the Hood subsided and 
left the ancient craft stranded in the 
far north, where the ocean is far re- 
moved. iMayhap, they wen' the first 
vessels to carry the stampeding miners 
to the gold lands of the north, and were 
stranded when the seas receded, leaving 
their minors without means to get liono... 
and unable to do anything when they 
made their stake, but chase the mas- 
todon and feast off the mastodoai; 
steaks, until with the coming of tin- 
icy breath, that swept away the great 
animals carried them away too, and left 
nothing but "Lost rockers" "or the lat- 
ter day miners to spend their I'ves in 
useless search. This, of co trse, sur- 
mise, for nothing will be Known of th" 
wonderful finds until the yarn is ex 
iploded or the finds investigate!.

RiECOKlD TRIPS. 

Brig Goes From Eureka to Sydney in 
Forty-Six Days. 

Some new records are Hieing mil do by 
sailing vessels. The brig Geneva recent- 
ly reached Sydney, New South Wales, 
with a cargo of lumber from Eureka, 
California, in Hi days. As the distance 
from Eureka to Sydney is about 7,000 
miles Iiy the steamer route, and a sail- 
ing \ esscl would have to make more, 
distance in her voyage, this perform- 
ance is 11 very good one. The schooner 
Solano arrived at Port Townsend on 
Thursday from Shanghai, making anoth- 
er record. She was 24 days from 
Shanghai to Port Townsend, thus beat- 
ing the record run of the schooner Aida 
—lost several -cars ago — of 2-1 days to 
Cape -Flattery from Shanghai. 

The record is phenomenal, as it covers 
the passage from the Orienl direct to 
anchorage in Townsend Pay, made with- 
out the assistance of tugs. The best 
day's record was 300 knots with nil 
average of 250; this, too, with two days 
when the vessel was absolutely becalm- 
ed.

cisco, happened into the o/flee of the 
Xcwells, nnd seeing the Chilian vessel 
on the overdue board, further confirmed 
the fact.
